row said. 

He flatly disagrees with those who 
say speed kills: "That’s not true. The 
safest possible speed is speed of traf- 
fic, regardless of what the numbers on 
the signs say." 

Figures compiled by the National 
Highway Traffic Safely Administra- 
tion tell another story: In many rural 
Western states, the pe rcentage of 
specd-reroted road fatalitfK~ is above 
the notional average. 

In 1993, when 30 percent of fatal 
crashes on all roads nationally were 
speed-related, they accounted for 53 
percent in Wyoming. 48 percent in 
Oklahoma and 43 percent in Montana, 
NHTSA surveys found. 

It doesn’t take much research to 
know that most people speed anyway. 
The questiori is. how much. 

Baker, at Johns Hopkins, said low- 
ering the limit to 55 mph made the 
speed of travel more uniform. 

On a road with a 65 mph limit, the 
range of ^>ecds wai 50 mph to 75, re- 
searchers found. When the limit was 
55, tlic lower end was 55 and the up- 
per end was about 65. 

"The difrcrcnce in speed between 
two or more vehicles is very impor- 
tant," Baker said. Motorists know 
this “if you’ve ever come up behind 


a slow-moving truck or a merge 
-trea.” 

Adopted to save fuel and money af- . 
ter the 1973 oil embargo, the 55 mph 
federal limit enacted the following 
year turned out to be a life saver. 

Highway deaths fell 16 percent, 
from 54,052 in 1973 to 45,196 in 
1974. The decline continued and today 
the annual toll is about 40,000: 

Safer cars with better scat belts and 
air bags, roods with better markings 
" and speed controls arid stricter cn- 
forcement of drunken-driving laws arc 
among the reasons cited — along with 
slower speeds. ' — ' 

But in 1987, Congress heeded com- 
plaints about pokey country drives and 
let states raise the limit on rural inter- 
states to 65 mph. All but Connecticut,^ 
Delaware, Hawaii, New Jersey, Rhode 
Island and the District of Columbia 
eventually did so. 

'There’s the illusion that it’s a mat- 
ter of convenience," said Jane Roe- 
mcr, head of public policy for the pri- 
. vate nonprofit National Safety Coun- 
cil. 

"If you look at air travel, I don’t 
think anyone would, say we ought to 
put convenience over safety," Ms. 
Roomer said. “The daily tragedy on . 
our roadways ore not os dramatic os an 
airiiner falling out of the sky, but the 
numbers ore much, much worse."

**The Endangered Species Act is a 
powerful tool for maintaining biodi- 
- versity and preserving ecosystems." 
says'Rep. Wayne Gilchrcst, R-Md. 

Gilchrcst and Rep. Connie Morelia. 
R-Md., introduced a bill in the House 
last week that would maintain most of 
the Ash and wildlife protections in the 
22-yeof-old act. 

Unlike the Westerners’ proposal, 
their bill would continue to ban 
destruction of ihreoiened and endan- 
getcd'spccics* habitat, even on private 
londs. 

The Westemers* bill, sponsored by 
Rq>. Don Young, R-Alaska, chairman 
of the House Resources Committee, 
and Rep. Richard Pombo, R-Calif., 
would exempt most privately owned 
habitat and move some currently pro- 
tected species off tlie list. 

Pomte said their bill “represents a 


dramatic and fundomcntol reform of 
the existing law by recognizing that 
the key to protecting threatened or 
endangered species is through incen- 
tives and rewards, not threats and 
fines." 

Sen. Slude Gorton, R-Wash., has 
introduced a bill with many of the 
same concepts in' the Senate. He also 
wants to change the definition of 
"hann" prohibited in the current low 
to exclude protection of a species' 
habitat on private land. 

Rep. James Saxton. R-N.J., said 
during a hearing on the Young-Pombo . 
bill lost week thoi private lands some- 
times hold'the key to many species' 
survival. "Habitat protection is neces- 
sary for many, in fact most, species," 
Saxton said. 

Other Republicans already co-spon- 
soring the Cilchrcst-Morclla bill arc 
Reps.

Environmentalists said they were 
encouraged by the crack in GOP sup- 
port for dramatic changes' in the act. 


Gilchrcst and Morelia have offered "a 
true oltcmotivc" to the Young-Pombo 
bill, said John Kostynck, a lawyer for 
tiic National Wildlife Federation. 

"Although this bill by no means 
captures the National Wildlife 
Fcdcration’.s wish list, wc believe thot 
it is a very po.siiivc contribution to the 
Endangered Species Act debate," he 
said.

Frampton Jr. suggested to the House 
Resources Committee last week that 
President Clinton would veto tire 
Young-Pombo bill. 

The bill ends the requirement that 
the government doreverything in its 
power to save all species from extinc- 
tion. It also includes a provision! 
requiring the federal government to 
pay private land owners anytime 
wildlife protection causes the value of 
their property to decline by more than 
20 percent. 

Clinton has pledged to veto any 
such compensation legislation, 
Frampton said.'

French teen kills family, 9 others, 
injures 8 before shooting himself 

TOULON. France (AP) — - Fresh ~ 

from murdering his parents and broth- 
er in their home, a teen-ager walked 
to the next village Sunday and calmly 
opened fire on a quiet town square, 
killing eight more ^oplc before turn- 
ing the gun on himself. 

The murder-suicide in southern 
France was the country’s worst multi- 
ple-killing since 1989. 

"It was like he was hunting birds," 
said Guy Sihics, the owner of a cafe 
on the square in Cuers, a sunny village 
near the Mcditcrnmcan port of Toulon. 

Television footage from the scene 
showed sidewalks and a car spattered 
with blood and a bullet hole through a 
shop window. •■'C 

"The people are devastated, totally 
traumatized. The village is in shock," 
said Cuers Mayor Guy Gigou. 

The boy was identified as Eric 
Borcl, 16, but the impetus for the 
killings was unclear.

U.S. student missing in Japanese typhoon 



TOKYO (AP) — An American 
hl^ school student and two Japanese 
men were missing in swollen rivers 
after Typhoon Ryan swept through 
southwestern Japan on Sunday, bring- 
ing up to 14 inches of rain and winds 
assuring as 100 mph. 

Five people were injured and 
more than 950 houses were flooded, 

were without electricity. Domestic 
flights to, and from southwestern 
Jopan were canceled, and train ser- 
vice was reduced. 

Police identified the missing 
American as Oavid Stillwell, 17, 
whose father. Master Sgt. Gary 


Stillwell of Ohio, is stationed at the 
U.S. militaiy base in Iwokuhi, 450 
miles southwest of Tokyo. His 
hometown was not imnicdiately 
available. 

U.S. Marines rescued two other

County officials had asked the City 
Council for approval to house the emergency 
* medical service crews and vehicles on 
Glacier Drive, a residential area. 

The move to Glacier Drive became neces- 
sary when the county had to vacate rental 
property where the ambulance service was 
formerly housed. A search for a suitable 
commercial site ambulances turned up noth- 
ing, said Larry Wood, director of the EMS. 

“Due to tlic county’s somewhat dilemma 
of not having a place to put their ambulances 
until a grant is received, the council had 
voted to agree to ollow that to liappcn (house 
ambulances in a residential area)," Mayor 
Gerald Ostler said. “Now our legal council 
has sent a letter that complicates this consid- 
erably.” 

City attorney Rob Williams told the coun- 
cil that allowing the ambulance service in 
the residential area violates city ordinances;

— ^-Ono- thtrd-oFaduIts -and one-fourth -of-toens- and ehildrcn- 
ore obese. And with health risks of heart disease, hyper- 
tension, cancer and other chronic diseases, a NaKonol 
Academy of Sciences report lost year estimated related 
health care costs at S70 billion a year. 

But unlike the tens of millions of Americons who spend 
more than $33 billion a year on weight-loss services and 
p^ucts, Borimouskas, 41, went for the sensible approach. 

She oltered her eating and started an exercise program, 
with practical and motivational help from the Boulder 
Poriu & RKreation Department's Slim for Life class. 

She lost 45 of her 182 pounds — ond she’s kept the 
wei^t off for several months now. 

"The' initial -weight come off really quickly and then it 


was like 10 pounds over six months.” she says. 

University of Colorado researchers studying people 
who’ve successfully kept weight off for long’ periods of 
time say the most effective diet strategics may cost little 
or nothing. 

Modifying eating hobils, exercise and mental determina- 
tion are the keys to weight loss, soys Dr. James Hill, dircc- 
-tor-of4bc-C^cr-for-Human Nutrition at the CU Health 
Sciences Center in Denver. Despite recent research indi- 
cating that certain genes in mice contributed to obesity. 
Hill soy.>i, “ihc environment still has a mojor impact” on 
weight. 

And thot means that individuals can take steps to 
change the environmental factors that contribute to weight 
gain. 

Of course, the fust step in losing weight has to do with 
what wc eat. ' ‘ 

Modifying coting habits shouldn’t mean a grapefniit- 
ond-walcr or all non-fat program aimed at a quick fix. Hill 
and other experts say. 

“The problem is maintenance,” says Nanci Grayson, a 


registered dietitian and nutrition consultant at Boulder 
Medical Center. "An soOn as you slop following (fad di- 
ets) them, you gain the wcight back.’’ 

Instead Jpok .fQri.vays to maintain healthy eating, she 
says. ' ’ 

That was key to Baranauskos'' success. She was forced 
to think about why and how she was eating, she says. 

“I found out that I was eating probably because 1 %yas 
thirsty,” she rays. 

And' she began measuring the quantities of food she ate 
to prevent overeating. “1 can’t visualize volume," she 
says. 

In Boulder Medical Center’s LifeSteps Weight Manage- 
ment program, Grayson uses the Food Pyramid and rec- 
ommend^ daily allowances of various food groups as a 
guide to healthy eating.. 

“There’s so much nutrition misinformation available 
that people are rcolly confused,” Grayson says. “They rc- 
' ally don't know how to cat' healthfully. Wc use the food 
groups because it’s an cosy, simple model.”

HOT TO THE TOUCH: Anybody who’s ever 
tried to toke o baby's temperature will probably ap- 
preciate this idea — a pocificr-shaped thermometer, 
nic digital thermometer, called Wee Care and mar- 
keted by Questcch International, .consists of a nib- 
ber nipple that senses a child’s temperature and 
transmits it to a liquid crysml display outside of thc- 
child's mouth.

pain. For every classic case, there is a twist. Some ' 
people have normal cardiograms for several hours 
into thtir heart attacks, says Hcniy .Sabatier, an , 
emergency medicine doctor at Baltimore’s Harbor 
Hospital. Also, men, are more apt to have “classic 
signs” of heart attoclc than women (most likely be- 
cause the symptoms .were developed from mole- 
only studies). Chest pain annouricing a heart attack- 
in women and many elderly people is often less se-

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More people jump on 
Si vegetarian bandwagon

TALLAHASSEE, Fla. — 
Laura Brock spent years 
caught up in the fast-food trap. 

Alwoys on the she -was a 
regular at burger establish- 
ments where she could grab a 
quick, greasy meal. 

This was her life until last 
April when a trip to the doctor 
made the burger-lover realize 
that it was time to change her 
artery-clogging food fetishes 
forever. 

With a family history of 
heart disease. Brock already 
knew that meat and fat were' 
too prominent in her diet. But 
. when the doctor told her that 
her cholesterol and weight 
were too high, she dashed to a 
nutritionist for help. 

“I was ready to moke a 
change," said the 39-year-old 
state employee. 

Since April, her eoting habits 
hove done a 360. Now 19 
pounds lighter, she has 
trimmed all of the red meet and ■ 
pork from her diet — some- 
thing that she never dreomed 
she could do. 

She’s learning to make better 
food choices when dining out 
and often cooks meatless 
meals. 

"It’s been quite a radical 
change from eating fast-food 
hamburgers and roast beef 
sandwiches all the time,’’ she ~ 
says. 

"It’s amazing what happens 
when you quit eating red meat. 

I haven't been able to give up 
chicken, but I feel so much 
better. 1 just have more ener- 
gy" 

' Like Brock, many Ameri- 
cans are jumping on the semi- 
vegetarian bandwagon in pur- 
suit of the health benefits of a 
low-fat, high-fiber diet. 

Surveys have shown that 
vegetarian diets are growing in 
popularity. In fact, there are 
now an estimated 12 million 
vegetarians in the United 
States — a figure that has in- 
creased significantly in the 
past 10 years. 

A 1994 consumer-marketing 
study also showed that overall 
meat consumption was down, 
but men still eat more beef and 
' pork than women by an II -per- ‘ 
cent margin, according to Veg- 
etarian Times mogozinc. 

Even the restaurant industry has 
recognized this meatless trend. 


Chemic^s in ch^i|^ppe]!$|fbiind to reduce pain 


A Gallup survey by the Na- 
tional Restaurant Association 
found that 20 percent of Amer- 
icans are likely' to choose a 
restaurant because it has meat- 
less menu options; 30 percent 
are likely to order menu items 
designated specifically for veg- 
etarians. 

• However, mo'st of this grow- 
ing group is not comprised of 
strict vegetarians. Most* have 
.simply learned not ^ give 
meat cciiterstage 'on their 
plates. 

Semi-vegetarians will often 
cut their rcd-mcat consumption 
* from about three times a week 
to once a week, and fish and 
chicken to twice a week. 

McaUess meals, which might 
‘include beans ah'd rie'e'br'veg-'" 
etable stir-frys, often become 
the mainstays of their diets. 

This change in eating habits 
is frequently driven by a desire 
to combat bad genes or reverse 
the negative effects of ajife- 
' time of eating fried, fatty 
. foods. . , ' 

This desire typically strikes 
most people during middle 
age. 

"People generally come to 
me because they have a family 
history of heart disease or can-' 
cer or they have. health prob- 
lems themselves," soys Henry 
Hall, a licensed nutrition coun- 
selor. 

"Thai’s their reason for 
changing the way they eat. The 
biggest motivators ore fear and 
pain. 

"I think people really ore 
making the shifr from a typical 
American diet to a more vege- 
tarian-based diet. Tofu is a 
household word.now." 

Various studies have shown 
that a vegetarian or near-vege- 
tarian diet can signtflcantly re- 
duce the risk of several chronic 
degenerative diseases, includ- 
ing heort disease and some 
'Cancers. 

A vegetarian diet can help 
ward off health conditions such 
as high blood pressure, high 
blood cholesterol, obesity, 
type-two (adult onset) diabetes, 
and colon and lung cancer. 

Vegetarian meals, which are 
typically high in fiber, also re- 
duce the instances of digestive 
disorders, including' constipa- 
tion, bowel cancers and gall 
stones. And lower mortality 
rates are associated with most- 
ly meat-Icss menus.

\DEAR ABBY: In 1980, at the 
age of 50, my husband, Gary, was 
diagnosed with Alzheimer’s dis- 
ease. Initially I cared for him 
alone. Then, in order to make 
ends meet, I took a job as a wait- 
.“rcss. Gary’s parents, both in their 
: 80s at the time, stepped in to help 
^ith his care because Gary tended 
^6 wander, no longer wanted to 
bathe or change his clothes, and 
had become incontinent. 

Caring_ for someone with 
•-Alzhcimer’i’is'Ibncly and diffi- 
cult. I’ve watched Gary deterio- 
rate over the last 14 years. My 
responsibilities have increased 
ond our roles have completely 
reversed. I’ve become the bread- 
winner and must make all the 
decisions now. Our friends have 
deserted lis. ■ - • 

These changes took such a toll 
on me that I .becatne very 
depressed. In 1992 my doctor told 
me the stress of caregiving had 
elevated my blood pressure, 
which aggravated my arthritis. 
The pain eventually became so 
severe 1 was forced to quit my 
job, which made me even more 
depressed. 

1 then became involved with the 
local chapter .of the Alzheimer's 
Association. I had formerly resist- 
ed joining the support group 
because I thought it would mean 
sitting around with a bunch of 
.crybabies. How wrong I was! The 
'members were caregivers, too; 
they knew firsthand exactly what 1 
was going through. We help each 
other. They’re like family. I can 
phone one of them at any hour if 
Gary’s illness becomes too much 
■for me to bear. 

Caregivers for people with 
'Alzheimer’s must give themselves 
-permission to reach out for help. 
The Alzheimer's Association 
offers support groups, education 
sessions, free literature and a 
helpline.
